Monday, 
three of the twelve articles which con­ 
stitute the 
Japanese conditions 
of 
peace having been 
agreed to by M. 
Witte and Baron Rosen on behalf of 
Russia, neither of the two articles to 
which M. Witte in his reply returned 
an absolute 
negative 
was reached. 
The crisis, therefore, is still to come. 
It may be reached during the day, as 
the cession of Sakhalin comes fifth in 
the list. 
The three articles, as they 
are officially designated in the brief 
communications 
authorized 
to 
bo 
given to the press, 
which were dis­ 
posed of Monday, are In substance as 
follows: 
First—Russia's recognition 
of J a ­ 
pan’s “preponderating influence” and 
special position in Korea, which Rus­ 
sia henceforth agrees is outside of her 
sphere of influence, 
Japan binding 
herself to recognize the sovereignty 
of the reigning family, but with the 
r u h t to give advice and assistance to 
improve the civil administration of 
the empire. 


Mutual Evacuation of Manchuria. 


Fe cond—Mutual obligation to evac­ 
uate Manchuria, each to surrender all 
special 
privileges in that 
province, 
mutual obligation to respect the “ter­ 
ritorial integrity” 
of China and to 
maintain the principle of equal op­ 
portunity for the commerce and in­ 
dustry of all nations in that province 
(open door!. 
Third— The cession to China of the 
Chinese Eastern railroad from Harbin 
southward. 
There never was any question about 
the 
acceptance cm 
the part 
of M. 
Witte of these articles, the first two 
covering in more emphatic form the 
contentions 
of Japan in the 
diplo­ 
matic struggle which 
preceded hos­ 
tilities. 
This 
is 
a 
natural 
conse­ 
quence of the result of war. 
The ces­ 
sion of the railroad, the building of 
which cost Russia an Immense sum, 
estimated by some at between $100,* 
Oi. 1.000 and $290,000,000, is to China. 
Japan and China, therefore, will ar­ 
range between themselves tho method 
by which 
the former is 
to be re­ 
munerated aud through this financial 
operation Japan might have a very 
considerable portion of her claim for 
the ‘‘expenses of the w ar” liquidated. 
The railroad is ostensibly the prop­ 
erty of the Russian-Chinese bank, al­ 
though built by government money 
advanced through the bank and since 
its completion operated, managed and 
policed by the Russian government. 


Japan Cannot T a k e the Railroad. 
Japan cannot take the railroad her­ 
self. 
To 
place herself 
in Russia’s 
shoes regarding the railroad would be 
militarily to control the destinies of 
the 
three 
provinces of 
Manchuria 
which she has promised to return to 
China. 
But Japan is entitled to reim­ 
bursement for the expense to which 
she has been put in restoring tho rail­ 
road below the present 
position of 
Linevitch’R 
army, 
rebuilding 
the 
bridges and narrowing the guage. 
If 
China could net find the money some 
other powers might do so and the road 
would become 
hypothecated 
to the 
powers which advanced the money, as 
other Chinese roads are to those who 
advanced the 
money for 
their con­ 
struction. 
It was M. "Witte himself who orga­ 
nized the Russo-Chinese bank in 1895 
and who has always been considered 
the real 
organizer of the 
Chinese 
Eastern company. 
Mr. Berg, the at­ 
torney 
of the Russo-Chinese 
bank, 
which owns practically all. if not all, 
of the shares of the road, is attached 
to the Russian mission. 
Both 
sessions of the 
conference 
Monday are described as ‘‘amicable,’ 
There were several slight jars, but 
none of them serious. 
The plenipo­ 
tentiaries are showing admirable tem­ 
per. 
The change In the weather may 
be partially responsible for the seren­ 
ity manifested at the conference table, 
but B would be perhaps too much to 
say thp* the fate of such a gigantic 
negotiation had been effected by a 
few degrees of temperature and a few 
thousand mosquitos.

Finances were not men­ 
tioned.” 
Nevertheless some of the members

Modifies Demands. 
St. Petersburg, Aug. IG.—The As­ 
sociate I Press is in a position to cb - 
clare that practically the only hopi 
entertained in high

quarters for a peace agreerm ut at the* 
conference at Portsmouth lies in the 
expectation 
that Japan will 
re: ode 
materially

Official and public sentiment, 
regarding the possibilities 
of peace, 
outlined to the Associated Press by 
an official who bas constant and close 
relations with the highest authorities, 
is as follows; 
“That the terms are regarded in 
their entirety as quite impossible of 
acceptance, and close scrutiny has not 
removed the very unfavorable impros 
sion their first reading has produced 
here, 
If they are not modified, espe­ 
cially in the matter of indemnity and 
territorial concessions, 
peace,

Russia is honestly and sincerely de­ 
sirous of securing an honorable and 
lasting peace and to this end has sent 
her plenipotentiaries to Portsmouth. 
I’ll-y did not journey thither merely 
to learn the Japanese d mantis 
the 
nature of their credentials proves that 
but they went 
in an earnest en­ 
deavor to do everything possible to 
terminate war in a manner compatible 
with the 
dignity of a great 
nation. 
‘ The Japanese terms are regarded 
in Russia as demands which might 
be made upon an utterly crushed and 
powerless enemy, but It is absurd to 
propose them to a power like Russia, 
which has 500,000 men in the field fac­ 
ing the enemy. This army is in good 
condition and eager for action. It pos­ 
sesses many advantages of position 
and the winter is coming 
on when 
naval operations would be impossible. 
Vladivostok also is splendidly forti­ 
fied and supplied. 
Japan, as well as 
the world at large, has persistently 
underestimated Russia’s strength in 
th* field and her financial resources 
at home. 
“The more hopeful feeling which is

“Drilling done north of this, on the 
east half of the northeast quarter of sec­ 
tion 20, a property belonging to Cuyler 
Adams and associates, showed an east­ 
erly and westerly width of 300 feet of 
ore, somewhat diagonally, of course, 
across the strik * of the ore body.

YI. i.LOW FEVER MOSQUITO. 
pelves In instinctive efforts to hide the 
fever from tho health authorities, and 
the result was that the prevalence of 
the disease was nut known even to the 
city health officer until the middle of 
July. 
An attack of yellow fever comes on 
with severe chills or rigors when it 
comes suddenly. It may come on more 
gradually with languor, headache and 
malarial symptoms. 
The tem perature 
goes to 105 degrees, sometimes higher. 
The fever lasts from three to five days, 
attended with pain in tile back, limbs 
<>t.ii Iu»iiii. 
There Is nausea and vomit­ 
ing. 
The yellow tint of the skin, from 
which (lie fever gets its name, begins 
on the second or third day. 
Yellow 
fever develops usually from three or 
four days after Infection. 
Sometimes 
it takes seven days. 
In severe cases 
small hemorrhages take place into Hie 
skin 
and 
mucous 
mem bra rn*. 
Tile 
vomit is at first white. 
Later it be­ 
comes very dark In appearance, like 
coffee grounds, when it Is known as 
“black vomit.” 
There Is bleeding at 
the nose, mouth ari l gums. 
Delirium 
usually follows, then unconsciousness 
and death. 
First Recognized In West Indies. 
Although yellow tVv**r has Dvii oc­ 
casionally seen outside of the tropics, 
Its real origin is in a warm clin ate. 
It 
was first recognized definitely iii tile 
West Indies in ]StT. where it prevails, 
us well as on the west coast of Africa, 
Central America and southward along 
boti) cousts of South America and 
northward to the south Atlantic and 
gulf states. 
It has been brought to 
north 
Atlantic seaports bj 
vessels. 
The coming of frost generally stops 
yellow fever. 
Survivors of one attack 
of yellow fever become immune from 
further attack. 
The mortality varies. 
In some epidemics it lins been as high 
as 85 per cent; Iii others as low as IO 
per cent. 
Id Xpert - sisaii to 
.rn ■ that the first 
step to combat tile spread of yellow 
fever Is to attack the mosquito. 
In 
this connection Dr 
Walter Wyman, 
surgeon general of the marine hospital 
uervioe, who is in charge of the cam ­ 
paign against yellow fever in New 
Orleans and 
to wla«m 
belongs the 
credit of encouraging and urging the 
experiment* leading to the acceptance 
of the theory th t the stegomyia mos­ 
quito Is practically tin* only carrier of 
the poison that causes yellow fever, 
recently spoke as follows to tho Wash­ 
ington correspondent of the Pittsburg 
Dispatch: 
“Sclentlflcallj it is not true that tho 


UHS meal of Mood, It was purposely 
applied to nonlmmunes in camp. 
“In December, Ila nj, five cases of the 
disease were developed as the result of 
such applications, in January three 
and in February two, making in all 
ten, exclusive of the cases of Dr. 
James Carrol and Dr. Jesse W. La zen r. 
Immediately upon the appearance of 
the first recognized sym ptom s'of the 
disease In any one of these experiment­ 
al eases the patient was taken from 
Camp Lazear to a yellow fever hospi­ 
tal one mile distant. Every person In 
camp w as rigidly protected from acci­ 
dental mosquito bites, and not In a sin­ 
gle Instance did yellow fever develop 
in the camp except at the will of the 
experimenters. The experiments were 
conducted at a season when there was 
die least chance of naturally acquiring 
the disease, and the mosquitoes used 
were kept alive by maintaining til em 
at a sum m er temperature. 
“A completely mosquito proof build­ 
ing was divided into two compart­ 
ments by a wire screen partition. In­ 
fected Insects wore liberated on om 
side only. A brave nouimmune en tore I 
and remained long enough to allow 
himself to be bitten several times. IL 
was attacked by yellow fever, whih 
two susceptible men In the other com­ 
partm ent did not acquire the d isea se, 
although sleeping there thirteen nights 
This demonstrates In the simplest and 
most certain manner that the Infec­ 
tiousness of tile building was due only 
to the presence of the insects. Every 
attem pt was made to infect Individ­ 
u a l s by means of bedding, clothes and 
other articles that had been used and 
soiled by patients suffering with viru­ 
lent yellow fever. 
•‘Naturally yellow fever is transm it­ 
ted by the mosquito and always and 
only by the mosquito. The harmless­ 
ness of foul it es has been fully demon­ 
strated by our experiments in UHM) and 
1D01, In which three young Americans 
slept for twenty consecutive nights In 
a room from which mosquitoes were 
excluded garnished with articles soiled 
with discharges from fatal and other 
cases of yellow fever. Three and four 
large boxes were packed and unpacked 
each morning by these nonlmmunes, 
who suflereu no disturbance of health 
from these exposures. The room was 
20 by 14 feet, double walled, tightly 
sealed, heated to above IM) degrees F. 
and dark. 
‘Two other nonlmmunes then occu­ 
pied the room for twenty nights, while 
additional 
articles 
of 
bedding 
aud 
clothing were added. They slept in the 
garments and between tho sheets that 
covered cases of yellow fever, some of 
which were fatal. 
The result of the 
second attempt was nil. A third a t­ 
tem pt was then made with two addi­ 
tional 
nonlmmunes 
equally 
without 
success. Not the slightest indisposition 
followed close and Intimate contact 
with this repulsive material in any 
case. 
Temperatures and pulse rates 
were recorded at regular and frequen* 
intervals. Four of these seven nonim- 
munes were subsequently infected > 
blood Injections and by means of in­ 
fected mosquitoes.’’ 


Dr. Lazear’s Singular Death. 
The first death from the mosquito ex­ 
periments was that of Dr. .Jesse \V. 
Lazear in November, 11)01. Dr. Lazear, 
an army surgeon, was one of an arm y 
board, all of whom submitted them ­ 
selves to the b i t e s of infected mosqui­ 
toes. The death of Dr. Lazear was sin­ 
gular. lie had voluntarily been bitten 
for the sake of experiment and sin 
fered no effects. Afterward while he 
was visiting the yellow fever n ard at

chances are that the insect that bit 
the patient is still on the premises.” 


The fact that mosquitoes convey yel­ 
low fever was established by the late 
Major W alter Heed, surveyor of the 
United States army, when in 1900 and 
1901 ho supervised the experiments 
with yellow fever in Cuba after the 
United States came into control of 
th** island, says the St. Louis I’ost- 
DLsputch. 
These tests were thorough 
and convinced the army officer that 
beyond a doubt tin* mosquito is the 
only transm itter of the fever germ. 
Following is the report of these ex­ 
periments, aud it should satisfy all lay­ 
men when it is borne iii mind that 
all 
the 
subjects 
were 
Americans-— 
United States soldiers who had volun­ 
teer^!: 
Special Camp Built. 
“A camp was especially constructed 
for the experiments about four railes 
from Havana. 
The Inmates of the 
m i |» were put into most rigid quar-__ 
antiae and ample time was allowed to 
eliminate any possibility of the disease 
being brought in from Havana. 
The 
personnel consisted of three nurses and 
nine Immunes, all in the military serv­ 
ice, and Included txvo physicians. 
“From time to time Spanish immi­ 
grants, newly arrived, were brought in 
from the immigrant station. 
A person 
not known to be immune was not al­ 
lowed to leave Cutup, or lf he did was 
forbidden to return. 
The most com­ 
plete record xvas kept of the health of 
every man to be experimented upon, 
thus eliminating the possibility of any 
other disease than yellow fever compli­ 
cating the case. 
“Tile mosquitoes used were especial­ 
ly bred from th** eggs and kept in a 
building screened 
by 
wire netting. 
When an insect was wanted for an ex­ 
periment it was taken into a yellow 
fever hospital and allowed to fill itself 
with tho blood of a patient. Afterward, 
at varying intervals from the time of 
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BURGEON GENERAL WYMAN. 
Las Animas a mosquito lit on his hand. 
lie allowed it to remain there and bite 
him. 
Five days afterward he was 
tuken ill and died. 


A 
naval 
surgeon 
described 
some 
incidents which occurred in Las Ani­

Havana,

height of the yellow fever epidemic in

Cuba, when another physician and he 
ran the institution, says the New York 
Herald. 
Bedlam at Night, 
“We managed fairly well during the 
day, hut at night—midnight—when we 
were worn out, the bedlam produced 
by the patients in their delirium was 
awful. They made all sorts of noises 
in different languages, for there were 
different nationalities represented. The 
uraemia which resulted from the char­ 
acteristic effect of the disease on the 
kidneys caused convulsions and par­ 
ticularly facial spasms. 
“The sick would make the most dis­ 
tressing grimaces, which in the wee, 
sma’ hours o’ morn would cause some 
of the female nurses to tremble and 
cry and beg for a short respite in the 
open air. They would go out on the 
verandas, steady themselves, then back 
to business. But the most horrible of 
all was the hemorrhages, too horrible 
to describe. And all this caused by the 
bite of a particular kind of mosquito!**
